Few farmers realise the terrific 
damage done to their hogs and 
to their hog profit*—by the worms 
and internal parasites which in­ 
feat practically all hogs in one 
form or another. The dollars and 
rents loss Mudly runs to several 
millions of dollars annually. 
The most common of these para­ 
sites 
a re 
the 
large 
roundworm, 
fam iliar to every farmer, the thorn- 
head worm, nodular worm, and 
lung worm. The roundworm does 
the greatest d a m a g e of all. Eggs 
of this worm are picked up from 
the hog lot, hatch out In the pig's 
intestine, penetrate the bowel and 
enter the blood vessel#, whenra they 
travel to the liver. Pram there they 
pose to the heart and lungs. Then 
they go through the air passages 
and hack into the stomaeh and in­ 
testines to complete the circuit. 
By the time hundreds of worms 
have passed through the organs of 
a hog in this manner, they have 
done untold damage. The liver suf­ 
fers, first, then the lungs, and 
many baby pigs die of pneumonia 
caused by such worms. 
Thomhead worms attach them- 
selvea to the wall of the intestine. 
Kidney worms damage both liver 
and kidneys. Noduiar worms lower 
the resistance of young pigs, and 
lead to ulcers and abceases. 
One of the worst results of worm 
Infestation is the lowering of the 
hog's resistance to disease. 
Once 
his system becomes run-down, the 
hog is an easy prey to any disease 
or epidemic that comes along—and 
he hasn’t the vitality to fight back. 
Such epidemics as hog cholera find 
wormy hogs easy victims, unless 
they 
have 
been 
previously 
im 
munized by vaccination. It is like 
wise true that vaccinating hogs 
which 
are 
badly 
infested 
with 
worms, may also be a dangerous 
business. This is another reason why 
vaccinating should never be done 
by anyone but a veterinarian, who 
can tell whether bogs are in con 
dition to receive J b e serum and 
virus without dang&L 
The impression should not be 
given, however, that worms par­ 
ticularly lead to cholera. They sim­ 
ply weaken the condition of the 
hog. And when a hog ia run down, 
whether from worms or one of the 
many other causes, he is an easy 
prey to this ever-present menace 
That is why it is always good prac­ 
tice 
to 
have

immunized 
against cholera; for after they have 
contracted the disease, it is too late.
